ANOINTING A NEW KING 


Many Historic Customs Dropped Since 
George |V.'’s Coronation. 


The crowning of the King of Eng-: 
land has usually been accompanied by 
what was regarded as the still more 
solemn rite of anointing with oil, 
which dates from the days of the an- 
j cient Hebrews. And in England, be- 
fore the Norman conquest, the term 
jused was “hallowing,”’ of consecration, 
i rather than that of coronation. 

But from old records it seems that 
the ceremony as then performed at 
Winchester was in all essentials the

Do Not Need to Fight. 

They are not all fired with the new 
Imperial war spirit in Australia.

output. Ontario headed the list of 
producers with an irarease over the 
1908 cut of 11.9 per cent., while 
British Columbia—owing to the rapid 
exploitation of its fir and cedar for- 
ests—went into second place with an 
increase of 22 per cent., displacing 
| Quebec, which had a decrease of 7.7

F I had to make my choice between 
French and Italian cookery, I be- 
lieve I would decide in preference 
of ItaMan. 

I do not speak without much experi- 
ence. Housekeeping in Paris gave me 
an acquaintance with French cooking 
on its native heath; three winters of 
keeping house in Italy made me fa- 
miliar with all the ins and outs of the 
Italian cuisine. My judgment is that the 
latter is more appetizing, more savory 
even than the cookery of France, and 
has certain quaMties which make it 
more worthy of imitation by the Ameri- 
can housekeeper than the far-famed— 
and justly famed—French cooking. It is 
also no less economical, and presents as 
many weys of commen dishes 
uncommon ar —— : 

e« The triumphs of the Italian cook are 
achieved under no more favorable cir- 
cumstancts than those won in France. 
The kitchen is as small in one place as 
the other. There was a family re- 
semblance between all three of those 
over which I presided in the course of 
my Italian housekeeping, 

All three kitchens had stone floors, 
or at least floors laid with a sort of 
yellow brown brick, extremely difficult 
to make neat in appear-~ce. None of 
the three had any water arrangements 
beyond a very ordinary sink and a cold- 
water tap. In each kitchen the range

dish was begun by frying a sliced onion 
brown-in a tablespoonful of butter or 
of olive oil.

The pulp and the liquid of the tomatoes 
are both used, but the lumps were 
rubbed out and a teaspoonful of sugar 
was stirred into them. After the rice 
was soft it was salted to- taste; the 
tomato was poured over it and well 
mixed, and then the contents of the

This was put 
through a colander before mixing with 
the macaroni. Two tablespoonfuls ot 
grated parmesan cheese were then 
strewed over the top of the macaroni’ 
and it was served piping hot. 

Polenta, which is almost as much a 
national Italian dish as macaroni, was 
also often seen on our table. It might be 
bought ready prepared there; but in 
this country the housewife would hardly 
succeed in finding it, I am afraid. It 
would have to be made at home, and is 
really little more than mush of yellow 
cornmeal, When it has been cooked 
until thoroughly done, it is taken out 
by the spoonful and put into a dish and 
a highly seasoned tomato sauce poured 
over it—unless a good brown gravy is 
preferred. In either case grated cheese 
is sprinkled over the top of the polenta 
and the dish set in the oven for three 
minutes before sending to table, 

I have given these dishes with so much 
@etail because I believe they would be 
found no less pleasing to the home- 
staying families than they were to the 
household transplanted to Italy. The 
American cuisine takes pride in appro- 
priating the best wherever it can be 
found; and when the housekeeper can 
make econcmy and appetizing qualities 
go hand in hand she is lucky. Italian 
cookery supplies her with such an op- 
portunity, and I shall hope to hear that 
many of my constituency will try the 
dishes I have outlined and give a good 
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Thus far I have dealt with vegetable 
dishes, but we had variety in our 
meat dishes as well. It was not all 
roast lamb, much as we liked it!

lim an Article In The London Graphic 
a Writer Says That the Despised 
Wastrel Have Often Made Good, 
But the Practice of Sending Use- 

_ less Lads to Canada Is a Shabby 
» Trick for Britons to Play: 


Few names carry with them more 
reproach than this in the ears of the 
strenuous residents of our oversea 
states, says 8. G. Pardoe in The 
‘London Graphic. “Who is so-and- 
\a0?""—the question may be asked in 
‘the most diverse circumstances. The 
vanswer, “Oh! he’s only a remittance 
man,” instantly conjures up a com- 
plete mental picture that would hor- 
rify the subject could he but see it. 
For by the name—at any rate, in_ 
!Canada—is understood someone who 
|prefers to rely upon more-or less re- 
jgular doles of money from his con- 
|mections, rather than to live by the 
results of his own efforts. It is this 
jattitude and its usual results that 
jeause the contemptuous regard which 
‘mo one who has had much experience 
of the “remittance man” can feel to 
be other thon fully justified. 

Mr. Pardée goes on as follows to 
discuss what he calls “a minor prob- 
lem of Empire”: 

It is not the fact that a man re- 
ceives remittances that damns him 
in the eyes of his fellows, but rather 
his own sttitude towards life. West- 
ern Canada—from Winnipeg to Van- 
couver Island—gives plenty of op- 
portunity of appraising the truth of 
this statement. There one might find 
—probably may still find-—numbers 
of “remittance men,” young, middle. 
aged, and old, Ené&lish and European, 
even Canadian. The typical “remit- 
tance man” micht be described as a 
young old-country man who, having 
no decided ambition, has been sent 
by his friends to the new country, 
either in the hope that the change of 
conditions may stimulate his ambi- 
tion, or, if that hope is foredoomed, 
that he may live his slack life where 
it will not discredit his familv. It is 
most unfortunate that in Western 
Canada so many subjects of fhe 
former worthy experiment should he 
discredited at their start by a name 
earned by the examples of the latter 
most unworthy expedient. For, as 
has already been observed, specimens 
of the latter class are continually in 
evidence. They may be seen at all 
6 s of their useless careers, drink 
ing at the bars of little Western 
hotels in the first flush of their ner- 
jodic wealth, or painfully workin 
for bare board and lodging till the 
next dole comes along, loafing, barely 
tolerated, around the clubs in town, 
or idling the months away in the 
country till there is a fresh purseful 
to dissipate. They are of all sorts and 
of all charaeters;-frem-the-me “fh 
and weak to the actively vicious. All 
are easy prey for those who want 
merely their money, and — however 
little they mav realize it—they are 
general butts for the community at 
large. 

This is but a dismal picture of 
wasted time, but it is a true one. If 
the boy or man is a “‘remittance man” 
at heart he had far better be kent at 
home, where the amenities of civiliza. 
tion exert a firmer check on his idle 
propensities, than be shipped o% to 
where there is less restraint. In the 
latter case there is no salvation for 
him, unless, while he is still young 
and can summon some energy. his 
people cut off hts. supplies and he is 
forced of necessity to work and earn 
But while this is a true picture, it is 
only so of a small proportion of those 
who are for some nart of their career 
in receipt of remittances. The ‘“‘re- 
mittance”’ idea is good, and in many 
cases its application is fruitful of 
the very best results. Nothing could 
be more cruel than unnecessarily to 
pitch forth the ordinarv youngster, 
possibly straight from school, into the 
midst of—to him—entirely strange 
conditions, without sunplies to enable 
him to profit from society, or to take 
advantage of opportunities that will 
come when he has gained the neces- 
gary experience, or “‘horse-sence,” to 
see and to grasp them. 

Supplied with money a boy may, 
and very likely does, throw care to 
the winds—in fact, make »n utter 
fool of himself for some time or on 
some occasions; fut the vast major- 
ity of such youngsters, either by pure 
luck or simply because it is in them, 
presently strike something that 
wakens their latent ambition and 
leads them to find in their hitherto 
wasted remittances the nucleus of 
capital to establish ~prosperous busi- 
nesses, If instances are wanted take 
these—all of them at one period typi- 
cal young irresponsible remittance 
_ men, and all of them well known to 


the writer. One young spendthrift 
landed in a Western townlet, and 
was for some time the n com- 


ion of all: chance acquaintances. 
t is an open question whether his 
people would have been the more 
shocked at his lavish consumption, 
and provision, of liquids when he had 
money, or at the sight of him, in

spires. The fact is that the “remit- 
tance” is just another talent which 
may be either neglected or worse, or 
may, by cultivation, fertilize enor- 


mously the other powers of the re- | 


cipient. 

It is a foolish action, a gross in- 
instice to Canada. justly resented by 
Canadians, for English families to 
send their wastrels to the new coun- 
try. supplied with just sufficient 
wherewithal to be worse than useless. 
More, it is a vast disservice to the 
Empire to send abroad such object- 
lessons to bring contempt upon their 
country. for one such example causes 
more comment than many quiet 
workers. But, on the other hand. too 
much British capital goes to finance 
Cenada unaccompanied by British 
heads and hands, and it is no bad 
plan to sustain the younger repre- 
sentatives of the Old Country through 
the probable rebuffs which might 
otherwise cripple their energy and 
initiative in their early lives in their 
new home.
